The PoBt hfts a report of a horrible mas- 

sacro .'It the Fiji islnnd. Tlio victims wore 
the crew of a boat from the labor vessol 
Isabel. It appears th.it the Isabel was on 

a cniise in Kcarch of laborers, an«l one of 
the ialaods touched at was iSaton Island. 
The Isabel lay off the land, and a boat was 
sent off to the shore to open negotiations 
for recruiting workmen. While the nego- 
tiations wer<» in progress the treacherous 
islanders nia<ie a sudden attack on the 
boat'H crew. The men were assailed in so 
sudden a njanner that they were tinahle 
to uffer very much resistance. Out of the 
whole crew lint two got away, ami these 
had narrow escapes, while one had two 
wounds in his hend inflicted by toma- 
hawks. It was evident the attack had 
been arranged previous to the landing of 
the unfortunate men, as the natives joined 
m the affray sliuultRneoMsly. Thev were 
also well anne<! with old muskets and 
tomahawks. At the moment, Cupt. Haw- 
kins, of the Isabel, could not do anything', 
!)!it some tinie afterward a search party 
was sent from the schooner, ami pushed 
their way to the village of the bush. The 
sight whit-h here met their eyes was 
shucking to behold. The village was de- 
serted, the natives leaving behind them a 
hand, a thigh, portions of a chest, a heart, 
and liver, without doubt the remains of 
the former comrades of the Koarch party. 
The natives had evidently been surprised 
while ])reparing to make their last meal 
on the unfortunate men of the Isabel, as 
all the remains found ha<l been cleaned 
and scraped, and ready for cooking. All 
the human remains found were collected 
and burned. There was not the slightest 
doubt in th(^ minds of the searchers that 
the remainder of the boilies had been 
eaten by the Santo Island natives, who 
are known to be cannibals. Capt. Hawk- 
ins received the full particulars of the at- 
tack from the two who escaped, and who 
positively affirmed that not the slighest 
provocation was given to the islanders to 
commit the outrage. As soon as possible 
after the sad affair, Captain Hawkins, pro- 
ceeded to Fiji to report the matter to the 
authorities there.

Tna Committee on Charitable Institu- 
tions of the State .Senate reported a bill 
nmendiii;,' the General Statutes in relation 
to thesi! iustitutions and providinj^ that 
hereaflcr there .shall be no diarge for i)a- 
tientd sent to the various Asylums in Ken- 
tucky. 

Tmk Ijill amending' the General Statutes 
in relation to revenue and taxation has 
passed the lower house of the legislature. 
Under its provisions sberiils are allowed 
for moneys collected and paid into the 
State Treasury, the following commis- 
eions. Upon the firat $5,000, 10 per cent., 
and above that amount 5 per cent. The 
law does not apply to counties in which 
the gross amount of the state revenue ex- 
ceeds $20,000. 

The bill to restrict Chinese imnn-,'ration 
has passed the Senate. It provides that 
from and after the expiration of ninety 
days, after the [uussage of the act and un- 
til the expiration of twenty years after its 
passsge the coming of Chinese laborers to 
the United States shall be suspended. 
Two important amendments to the bill 
were adopted also. The first i)rovides 
that no State Court (jr C<»nrt oi the United 
States shall admit ("hinese to citi/ensliij), 
and repeais ;.ll laws in e.uilliei tlu rewith. 
The other is in efii;ct that the words 
''Chinese laborers" wherever used in the 
act, shall be held to mean both skilled and 
unskilh'd laborers and Chinese employed 
in niiuin,,'. The bill receive.] the solid 
vote of the Democrats and had but eight 
Bej)ublican bupportors.

The flydaey BiraCs a Steam Pipe Killing 

Four Persons, und Injnring- Thlrteea 
Others, Many of Whom WiU Die. 

A gentleman who arrived last niglitfrom 
Parkersburg, W. Va., furnishes usthe facts 
of the disaster to that boat near (ioose Ls- 
land, on Friday morning about four o'clock. 
The boat is f large sternwbeel passenger 
and freight steamer plying between 
Wbeelin|( and OlnoinMti, tnd at the time 
the difSflUr occurred wAP ojk her way up 
the river. At the hour named the main 
steampipe exploded discharging all the 
steam froni the boiler which ijuickly filled 
all parts of the boat. Two persons, Mr. 
Steele, ofParkeraburg, and his aged grand- 
mother, Mrs. Little, who occupied a state- 
room together in the ladies' cabin were 
killed instantly. Thomas Knne, of West 
Virginia, was so seriously injured that he 
died a short time after the ex})losion. 
Mrs. Stephens(jn, the wile of the pilot, 
who was making a trip with him was ter- 
ribly scalded. She was removed with 
others to the steamer Emma Graham, 
which passed down shortly after the dis- 
aster, HUil died on that boat Inst night 
about nine o'cloik near Ahhland. There 
were thirteen other persons badly scalded 
and otherwise injured, many of whom 
will die. A little girl occupying a state- 
room in the ladies* cabin awoke to find the 
room filled with steam and in herfright cov- 
ered herself with the bed clothing and thns 
escaped all injury, while others near by 
were either killed or badly scaldeil. Two 
coloi'ed chambermaids, one from Cincin- 
nati and the other from Louisville, who 
were removed to the Emma Graham were 
so severely hart that they were expected 
to die at any moment. The boat itself 
was but slightly damaged. The accident 
is described as one of the most terrible 
that has occurred on the river for many 
years and the scenes attending it as pitiful 
and beart rending.

PABKBasBVBO, W. Va., MaVch 11, 1882. 
—The report of the explosion of the 

steamer Sydney caused the most intense 
excitement and uneasiness in this city, 
where the friends and relatives of a num- 
ber of the employes of the boat rcsiilc. The 
first news received was much exaggerated, 
and made the disaster more terrible than 
it really was. The facts as they are known 
here are as follows : Yesterday morning 
about four o'clock the Sydney and Wy- 
oming were coming uj) the rivcr tho latter 
boat being ah5ad, and wheti near (Joose 
Island the steam pipe of the Sydiu-y ex- 
ploded with terrific force, instantly filling 
the vessel with steam. Two of the state- 
rooms. ibeing torn away by the explosion 
the steam had free entrance into the ladies' 
cabin, and scalded many of the {)assengers 
while they were asleep in their bids. The 
boat landed as soon as possible after the 
explosion and atteutiou given to the in- 
j ired passengers.

Six Hundred Victims of Wldfky. 

The C^)rwin during her Toyage to 
Aiaeka landed on tit. Lawrence island, 
haTisg orders to inyestigate the whdle- 
lale starvation of the natives. At 
first village atwhicli they landed all "were 
dea<l ; bo also at tlie second, where iiftv* 
four dead bodies were oonnted, nearly 
all full-grown males. At another place 
150persons — ^men, women and children — 
were dead. At the next settlement, 
twelve dead bodies, and at the following 
thirty were found. Al? the iuhabitants 
on the north side of the island, where 
whisky traders sold liquor, are dead — 
nf»)t one escaping. The general starva- 
tion occurred two years ago last winter. 
Since then the presence of the Ccrwin 
in the Arctic has broken up this inhu- 
man whisky trading. Tlie empty whisky 
kegs ai'o seen strewn all about. The 
total number of deatl bodies found on 
Bt. Lawrence ishuid was over fiOO. The 
anrvivora say that white ti'aders from 
Honolulu sold whisky, which the natiyes 
l)onght and got drunk, remaining so 
during the sejiaon for laying in tlieir 
winter supply ot wolru:) and seal.
